Greenland may also be said to have been redis- 
covered. But what was of most consequence was the finding of the “peece of 
blacke stone,” which excited the gold fever. The second voyage concerned itself 
less with discoveries than with ore, of which 300 tons were brought back and 
found to be of no value. The third voyage had for its object establishing a colony 
in Meta Incognita. Storms and disasters pursued the attempt, which was as futile 
as it was ill-advised. The pioneer work of Frobisher was carried on by John 
Davis (see Davis under 1595-98 below).

Three other accounts of them appeared in Pinkerton 
XII, 490 ff., made up of Christopher Hall’s account of the first voyage, of the 
second Settle’s, of the third Thomas Ellis’s, etc. The three, presumably Best’s 
account, translated into Dutch, Leyden, 1706, Pieter van der Aa’s Collection- 
See below. 

The most comprehensive of the half dozen accounts written and printed in 
1577-78 which have survived to us is that of Captain George Best. It contains 
one of the most important world maps of the time. — Waldman.

Davis carried the work of exploration in the northwest further ahead than any 
navigator had hitherto done, and added materially to the geographical knowledge 
of what was known of Greenland. Besides he penetrated farther towards the real 
Northwest Passage, in whose existence he firmly believed. His log of the third 
voyage alone is preserved.

It 
was reprinted in full by Purchas. It is full of erroneous and amusingly absurd 
speculations. — From Hakluyt Society volume for 1893.

James, a Bristol man of Welsh origin, started in May, 1631, and returned 
home in September, 1632, having met Luke Foxe somewhere in Button’s Bay. 
His record is full of hardships and i^rils, and is said to have supplied Coleridge 
with some of the matter of his “Ancient Mariner.” As a good Welshman, James 
named the region south of Hudson’s Bay New South Wales, while Foxe, who was 
from Hull, called it New Yorkshire. — Quaritch. James was forced by exceptionally 
bad weather into Hudson’s Bay and wintered in the southern portion now called 
James Bay. His voyage was due solely to a wholesome feeling of rivalry between 
the merchants of Bristol and those of London. His account was printed by King 
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Charles’ I command. It contains some remarkable physical observations respecting 
the intensity of the cold and the accumulation of ice in northern latitudes. — 
Lowndes. In many respects the voyage was a failure and nearly put an end to 
Northwest explorations, but it has left its mark in our Atlas of North America. — 
Maggs, No. 46S. James represents the new spirit of science in the nautical world. 
He was sensible of the proper knowledge of navigation, and of the need of proper 
instruments. Before putting to sea he had endeavored to extend his former studies 
by obtaining journals, charts, descriptions, etc., and set skilful craftsmen to work 
making quadrants, staves, semi-circles, and compass needles. The school of ex- 
perience was represented by Foxe. — Cam. Hist. Eng. Lit. IV, v.

Foxe sailed on May 5, 1631, and returned home within six months, having in 
the meantime explored the western part of Hudson’s Bay. In leading up to his 
own voyage through those of his predecessors, he was merely following the 
precedent of other writers, notably John Smith, whose General History had only 
just dropped from the best seller class ... He gives a great deal of valuable in- 
formation on ice, tides, bearings and northern phenomena. — From Waldman. Foxe 
belonged to the old school of seamen who had learned in the practical business of 
the sea. He derides the “mathematicall sea-man,” who, he avers, would fail in con- 
test with the “ruffe and boisterous Ocean.” — Camb. Hist. Eng. Lit. IV, v. Early 
voyagers to the Northwest did not seem to have published in separate form detailed 
accounts of their explorations, though there are narratives of most of them in 
Hakluyt and Purchas. Foxe and James were almost the first to issue separately 
published works describing voyages in search of the Northwest Passage. These 
two companion volumes are noteworthy in that both record voyages that were made 
in the same year (1631), to the same place, and with the same object. The two 
captains met by accident at the scene of their explorations and exchanged infor- 
mation. See the Introduction to the Hakluyt Society volume cited below. These 
voyages closed this phase of exploration.

This 'High Dutch Original ’ was really the first German version of Isaac de 
la Peyrere’s Relation du Groenland, a fact of which the editors of Qiurchill’s 
Collection were ignorant. See La Peyrere under 1732, ARCTIC REGIONS. The 
first English translation of Munks own journal was done for the Hakluyt Society, 
vol. II, 1897 (see this date under ARCTIC REGIONS).

Captain Jens Munk was a much travelled and experienced officer in the 
Dariish navy. When the newly formed Danish East India Company planned to 
send an expedition to India they selected Munk, with the consent of the King, for 
the command of the vessels. Munk chose to go by the Northwest Passage, which 
was supposed to exist though yet to be discovered. He wintered on the west coast 
of Huuson s Bay at the mouth of Churchill River, where he and his crew suffered 
^ scurvy that only himself and two others escaped the ravages of 
the disease. The survivors managed finally to return to Denmark in the smaller 
of the t\so ships, leaWng the Danish East India Company probably wiser but un- 
doubtedly sadder at the loss of a ship and the money invested.

The charter of the Hudson’s Bay Company enjoined on its directors the duty 
of undertaking exploration as well as engaging in trade. In answer to the crit^ 
icisms that they had neglected their obligations they sent Cantaln , ■ 

arose over this voyage, some of which is listed below. The doubt thro^Zon S 
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dieton's account of his voyage sent to Dobbs may well have been written by John 
Wygate, clerk to the Furnace on this expedition. The latter seems to have had a 
decided grudge against Middleton because of this officer's attitude toward his men. 
In the MS. record he kept of the trip, he writes: “He (the captain) treated all 
on board as blockheads and fools, thro’ his Vanity, Ostentation, and superiority 
of Post. Nobody dared speak their minds freely, tho’ never so reasonably or mod- 
estly, but what they said was always turned to ridicule, or answer'd with an angry 
countenance and sharp words.’’ Middleton, in his account given to the Admiralty, 
on his part complained that more might have been done had not the ships been 
“pestered with such a set of rogues, most of them having deserved hanging before 
they entered with me” It seems quite evident from this Manuscript of Wygate's 
that Middleton did not do all in his power toward effecting the discovery of the 
Northwest Passage during this expedition. — From Maggs, No. 549.

Middleton had announced on his 
return from his voyage of that same year that what had at one time been thought 
to be the passage was only a large river. Dobbs at first accepted this statement, 
but some one sent him an anonymous letter suggesting that Middleton was in con- 
nivance with the Hudson's Bay Company. Hence the series of controversial 
pamphlets that ensued. Finally another expedition was sent out and Middleton was 
proved to be correct.

If Fuentes’ account is based on the truth, the prob- 
ability is that he sailed among the numerous islands north of Queen Charlotte 
Island and mistook the straits as rivers and the wider stretches as lakes, and that 
if he met there a vessel from Boston, that vessel had sailed around by way of 
South America.— Maggs, No. 465. Admiral Bartholomew de Fonte or Fuentes, a 
Spanish or Portuguese navigator, is supposed to have sailed from Callao on April 
3, 1640, with four vessels up the coast to California and thence northwards to about 
latitude 53 degrees, where he found numerous islands . . . and where he entered a 
great river or strait running toward the east. ... He came across an English ves- 
sel belonging to Major General Gibbons of Massachusetts in charge of Captain 
Shapley, which had come from Boston, presumably from the east. Having taken 
over Captain Shapley’s charts, he returned to Lima and wrote a long letter de- 
tailing his explorations and discoveries. Various long discussions took place among 
savants as to whether Admiral Fuentes’ accounts were true. — From Maggs, No. 
549. This work is sometimes listed under the name of Thomas Jefferys, who, 
however, was rather the publisher and not the author. Swindrage’s name is some- 
times found spelled Dragge.

Outside of Purchas there is no contem- 
porary account of any of Baffin’s seven voyages. Captain Hall had acted as pilot 
to the Danish expeditions of 1605 and 1606. His report to the King of Denmark 
on these voyages was printed for the first time by the Hakluyt Society, vol. I, 1897, 
as well as his voyage of 1612 related by Gatonbe. See below under 1896. The ob- 
ject of the voyage is in doubt. On his earlier expeditions Hall thought he had dis- 
covered a body of silver ore. Apparently he had in mind not the discovery of the 
Northwest Passage but the profitable working of his silver mine. Commercially 
the voyage was a failure, though it added to the geographical knowledge of the 
southwest coast of Greenland. Hall died at the hands of the Eskimos.

Interest in furthering the exploration of the unknown area between Asia and 
America led to several expeditions. That which was to carry on the work east of 
Kamtschatka was entrusted to the command of Bering as Commodore. The ships 
St. Paul and St. Peter left port June 4, 1741. The vessels got separated in a storm 
never to rejoin. Bering sighted Mt. St. Elias, Kodiak Island, and a portion of the 
Aleutian Peninsula, the Shumagin Islands, and passed along the Aleutian Islands 
to the south. Being attacked by scurvy Bering was removed to the island that still 
bears his name, where he died, Dec. 19, 1742.

Cook sailed from Plymouth July 11, 1776, and reached the coast of western 
North America in March, 1778. at about latitude 44 degrees north. He sighted 
Cape Flattery but saw nothing of the Straits of Juan de Fuca, whose existence he 
believed to be imaginary. He beached his boats in Nootka Sound on Vancouver 
Island, and then made land again in the Alaskan regions where the Russians had 
already made contact. He visited Prince William Sound and Cook’s Inlet and 
sailed into the Bering Sea as far as Cape Prince of Wales, Icy Cape, and East 
Cape before the ice made him return for wintering in the Hawaiian Islands, where 
he met his death. His explorations were continued in the northern latitudes by 
Captain Clerke, who coasted Kamtschatka and made the high latitude of 70 de- 
grees north. After his death at Petrapavlovsk the command fell to Captain Gore, 
of the Discovery. His journal supplies further matter for this voyage. Numerous 
editions, versions, compendiums, and translations followed. See below as well as 
under CIRCUMN.A.VIG.ATIONS.

While on a visit to England he entered as corporal of marines under Cook, then 
about to sail on his third voyage. He was later promoted to sergeant of marines. 
After his return he undertook to carry on exploration in Africa in behalf of the 
African Association, but he died at Cairo on the eve of this enterprise. His mem- 
oirs and travels were written up by Jared Sparks, London, 1828.

Their voyages 
were important for the supplementary detail to be added to the geographical ex- 
plorations of Cook.

Meares had been engaged in the fur trade between British Columbia and China. 
His vessels were seized at Nootka Sound by the Spaniards, who claimed all that 
coast as Spanish territory. War nearly broke out over the question and Spain had 
to give way. Meares also stayed for a month, August, 1788, at Hawaii and gives 
a long account of the Islands and the inhabitants. — Maggs, No. 491. This impor- 
tant voyage gives an excellent account of the Indian Nations on the North-West 
Coast of America.

The work of Captain Cook in 
the North Pacific and on the northwest coast of America had impressed European 
governments with an idea of what remained to be done in that region. La Perouse 
had already distinguished himself in his encounters at sea with English fleets and 
in particular with his capture of the English forts at the southern end of Hudson’s 
Bay. His voyage was replete with misfortunes. After leaving the Hawaiian 
Islands he next sighted the American coast near Cape St. Elias in Alaska. In 
this vicinity he lost twenty-one men, who were drowned when their boats were 
caught in the strong current at the entrance to Lituya Bay. He examined much 
of the fringe of islands lying off the Alaskan coast south, and continued his ex- 
plorations down to Monterey Bay in California. His labors furnished geographers 
with results whereby they could check the charts of Russian, English, and Spanish 
navigators. From California he sailed across the Pacific and explored numerous 
island groups in the South Seas. His ships were lost after sailing from Botany 
Bay and were never heard of again.

This is one of the most important voyages ever made in the interests of geo- 
graphical knowledge. Vancouver put an end to the delusion that the subarctic 
seas in the direction of Greenland could be reached from Nootka Sound or any 
of the inlets in its vicinity, and his description of the Port of San Francisco and 
the coasts of California in Spanish hands is most interesting, — From Quaritch. 
Vancouver was appointed in command of the Discovery with the tender Chatham 
under Lieut. Broughten, “to receive back in form the territory which the Spaniards 
had seized." He was also to make an accurate survey of the coast northward from 
the 30th degree latitude. Proceeding by way of the Cape of Good Hope, he touched 
at various places in the South Seas, and finally on April 18, 1792, he sighted the 
west coast of North America. He then sailed to the north, and carried out the 
formalities of taking over from the Spaniards at Nootka Sound the disputed ter- 
ritory. He examined the Straits of Juan de Fuca, discovered the Gulf of Georgia, 
and circumnavigated the island known by his name — Vancouver Island. (He also 
did exploration in Puget Sound.) In 1793 he examined the coast of North Amer- 
ica northwards from San Francisco, which for the first time was accurately de- 
lineated. This work ranks with the voyages of Cook and La Perouse among the 
most important of the 18th and 19th centuries, — From Maggs, No. 491. On his 
return to England he busied himself with preparing his volumes for the press, but 
before completing volume III he died. His brother John finished the task.

Capt. Broughton saw much important service along the coast of North-West 
America, in the East Indies, and along the coast of N.E. Asia. In 1790 he was 
appointed to accompany Vancouver in his famous Voyage, but was for some time 
employed in the survey of the Columbia River and the adjacent coast. He re- 
turned to England with despatches, and on Oct. 3, 1793, was made Commander of 
the “Providence” (Capt. Bligh’s old ship), and again sent out to the N. W. Coast 
of America to join Vancouver. He sailed to Rio de Janeiro, thence to Australia, 
Tahiti, the Hawaiian Islands and so to Nootka Sound, in Vancouver Island. Find- 
ing that Capt. Vancouver had left he sailed down to Monterrey in California, and 
then across the Pacific again to the Hawaiian Islands and on to Japan. For four 
years he carried out a close survey of the Coast of Asia and the Islands of Japan. 
The “Providence” was lost off Formosa, but the crew were all saved, and the 
work continued in the tender. He arrived back in England in February, 1799, 
and until his death in 1821 saw much further important service for most part in 
the Far East. — Maggs, No. 491. This voyage was one of the most important ever 
made to the North-West Coast of America. It is on this document that Great 
Britain based her claim to the Oregon Territory in 1846. — Robinson, No. 45.

This took 
him up the Gulf of St. Lawrence, which he persisted in believing was the short 
route to India, the much-sought-for North-west Passage, even after he got well 
into fresh water; his second, the next year, took him to the site of Montreal. . . . 
Very little material survives of the Cartier voyages. Ramusio published an ac- 
count in 1556, which remained unquestioned until the discovery in Paris (in the 
middle of the nineteenth century), of an ancient manuscript which seems to be 
not only Cartier’s own account of it, but even partially in his owm hand ; the 
latter contradicts Ramusio at many points. The original description of the sec-

In his preface Hakluyt states that his purpose in bringing this work to the 
attention of the public was to encourage the young colony in Virginia. See 
Parks, pp. 220-221. — De Soto landed on the west coast of Florida, at Espiritu 
Bay, in May, 1539, with 600 Spaniards, and wandered about the country for 
nearly four years. Much of his route is difficult to identify, but he seems to 
have passed north through Florida and Georgia, to the neighborhood of Mobile, 
and then Northwest towards the Mississippi, which was reached early in 1541. 
The following winter was spent on the Washita. Finally De Soto “sickened and 
died,” and his body was sunk in the river in a lead coffin. The remnant of the 
Spaniards under Luis de Moscoso succeeded in getting out by drifting down the 
klississippi to its mouth and reaching Christian communit es. — From Maggs, No. 
549. According to Professor Bourne, “The expeditions of De Soto and Coronado 
were the most elaborate efforts made by the Spaniards to explore the interior of 
North America, and in some respects they ha%-e never been surpassed. Between 
them they nearly spanned the continent from Georgia to California,” Further- 
more they give us early valuable accounts of many Indian tribes, such as the 
Choctaws, the Cherokees, the Creeks, and the Seminoles.

The 1st appeared in 1607, and contained the first account 
in the English language of the French expedition to Canada in 1^3, commanded 
by the Sicur IJu Pont, and accompanied by Samuel de Champlain, The expedi- 
tion left Honfleur on March 15, 1603, and after a tempestuous voyage of 40 days 
reached Tadoussac. From this point Champlain explored the Saguenay for about 
30 or 40 miles, and then the St Lawrence as far as the falls above the present 
site of Montreal, Returning to Tadoussac he explored the shores of the Gulf, 
secured a valuable cargo of furs, and returned to France, which he reached on 
September 20, 1603, In this edition the account begins on page 1163.— From 
Robinson. 


WEST, THOMAS, LORD DELAWARE. Relation to the Counsell of 
Virginia. 4to. London. 

Thomas West Baron of Delaware, Captain General of the Colony, was a 
member of the Virginia Company, 1609; he took out fresh colonists in 1610, and 
on his return published this Relation, in which he gives a favorable account of 
the colony. He died in Virginia on a second visit in 1618.

The original map of Virginia, with the tall standing Indian Chief in the 
corner, was first engraved for this work in 1612, but was afterwards much 
changed and used in the several issues of Smith's Mrginia, and in Purchas’ 
Pilgritnes, vol. 4. This early map is scarcely known to bibliographers, the sub- 
sequent issues of it being almost always inserted in this edition.— Puttick and 
Simpson. This work had the Oxford instead of the usual London imprint be- 
cause the book did not suit the purposes of the Virginia Company, which was 
able, l3y means of its interlocking members of the Stationers’ Company, to pre- 
vent its license. ... It is often referred to as the Oxford Tract. . . . The con- 
tent is divided into two parts— the first is Smith’s description of the topography, 
products, climate, and aborigines of Virginia; the second contains a chronicle of 
the Colony until 1612 by W. S. (William Symonds). By far the most interesting 
feature of the pamphlet is the map which gives it its title. This map is one of 
Smith’s most important contributions to cartography, although it has been said 
that he merely copied it from previous charts by Gosnold, Waymouth and others. 

. . . The entire content of this work was introduced by Smith, with changes and 
additions into his General History (see below under 1624), Purchas used it in 
an abridged form. — From Waldman.

A REFERENCE GUIDE TO TRAVEL LITERATURE 


There are two issues of Hamor’s Virginia, a fact apparently not recorded bj 
any American bibliographer, till Mr. H, N. Stevens pointed it out in 1898. . . . 
— Leffert's Catalog, 1902, quoted by Bradford. Translated into German in 
Hulsius’ Collection, 1617. See below. 

This contains the most authentic and certainly the best known early account 
of the christening and marriage of Pocohontas. Hamor was a former secretao' 
of the colony. His book brings the story down to June 18, 1614 ; its primary ob- 
ject was, like most of the others, to draw so optimistic a picture of the state of 
affairs in Virginia as to induce people to venture money, their personal coopera- 
tion, or both in the colony. — From Waldman.

This is the literary fruit of the author’s voyage of exploration of the New 
England coast in 1614. It was this voyage that gave him the title of Admiral 
of New-England, which he ever after employed. It was written while Smith 
was a prisoner of some French pirates. This pamphlet was one of the author’s 
favorite works and has generally been exempted from the violent attacks his 
other productions have sustained. It is an unpretentious, yet roughly quite ac- 
curate, description of the salient features of what he saw on his hasty visit. 
He considers also the possible advantages offered by New England to adventur- 
ers, a theme he reworked 1629 in an almost unknown eight-page tract. New Eng- 
land’s Trials (see under 1620 below). Among other distinctions, the title page 
of the Description is the first ever to bear the name New England, which had 
previously been known simply as North Virginia. . . . Smith describes it as “ that 
part of America in the Ocean sea opposite to Nona Albyon (California) ; dis- 
covered by the most memorable Sir Francis Drake in his voyage about the 
worlde.” The accompanying map has been called by Justin Winsor “the earliest 
thoroughly accurate map of Massachusetts Bay,’’ . . . even in Smith’s time its 
quality was widely recognized. It was dedicated to Prince Charles (later (Tharles 
I) with the request that he change the barbarous native names to good English 
ones, which His Royal Highness obligingly did. — Waldman.

The last four pages are occupied with “A Valu- 
ation of the Commodities growing and to be had in Virginia rated as they are 
there worthe.” Wild cats are rated as eight pence a piece ; fox skins at six pence 
a piece; Pearles of all sorts you can find; Ambergreece as much as you can get,” 
etc. — Quoted from Bookseller's Note. 


SMITH, JOHN (Captain). New England’s Trials. Declaring the Suc- 
cesse of 26 Ships employed thither within these sixe yeares : with the 
Benefit of that Countrey by Sea and Land : and how to build three- 
score sayle of good Ships, to make a little Navie Royall. London. 

2nd edition, London, 1622, which states that 80 ships were employed within 
eight years and includes “the present State of that happie Plantation begun by 
60 weake men in the yeare 1620.”

WHITBOURNE, SIR RICHARD. A Discourse and Discovery of 
Newfoundland, With many reasons to proove how worthy and bene- 
ficiall a Plantation may there be made, after a far better manner than 
now it is. . . . London. 

See Whitbourne under 1622 below. This work was written for the encour- 
agement of colonists. It gives a general description of Newfoundland and in- 
vites settlers to the country. The author has been called the “Father of New- 
foundland.” He was a Devonshire man and served against the Armada in 
1588 in a ship of his own. He had already made a voyage to Newfoundland in 
1580. He met Sir Humphrey Gilbert at St. John’s a few years later, and fre- 
quently returned to the same shores afterwards. His work bears the same rela- 
tion to that colony that the works of Champlain do to New France. — From 
Maggs, Nos. 429 and 479. There was a reissue of this pamphlet with a Loving 
Invitation, a Reference from the King and letters from Bishops, circulated in 
England, and the anonymous Short Discourse was designed for Ireland. — John 
Carter Brown. Another issue appeared in 1623.

Efforts were early made in the Virginia Company to encourage the breed- 
ing of silkworms. So great was the interest taken in the subject by the Virginia 
Company at home that on Nov. 9, 1621, the Court recommended the translation 
and printing of the treatise on making silk written by Boneill, the French master 
of the King’s silk-works at Oatland, that it might be sent to the governor, coun- 
cil, and colonists in Virginia. This is one of the earliest publications relating 
to the subject. The work is of great rarity. — Robinson, No. 41.

The preface is signed “G. Mourt” (i.e., George Morton). It is not defi- 
nitely known by whom the work was written, but it is generally accepted that 
Bradford and Winslow were the authors, and that the manuscript, having come 
into Morton s hand^ was seen by him through the pre.ss in London. It is the first 
work published in Great Britain to give an account of the planting of the Plym- 
outh colony, and this together with Winslow's Good Newes 1624 gives the 
earliest account of the voyage of the Pilgrims in the Mayflower their settlement 
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at Plymouth, and of the neighbouring Indians, who had been nearly extermi- 
nated by a recent plague. The work is an authority even at the present day. It 
was no doubt this work which suggested to Longfellow at least the name of his 
hero “Miles Standish, the Puritan Captain.” — Quaritch. 

WATERHOUSE, EDWARD. A Declaration of the State of the Colony 
and Affaires in \Trginia. With a Relation of the Barbarous Massacre 
in the time of peace and League, treacherously executed by the Naytiue 
Infidels vpon the English, the 22 of March last.

Some 
copies bear the date of 1625. The unsold sheets were reissued without the dedi- 
cation in 1630, with a new title, as The Mapp and Description of New England. 
. . . Sir William Alexander was a celebrated Scotch poet and statesman, and 
friend of Charles I. ... In 1621 he was given a grant of Nova Scotia, then known 
as New Scotland, and (practically) of Canada. — From Maggs, No. 502.

The author came over to Kew England to enjoy himself 
in a manner more suited to the reign of Charles 11 than to that of his father, and 
speedily found himself superlatively unpopular amidst his Puritan neighbors. . . . 
Though a great pretension as an historian, the author has a sense of humor which 
makes his \sork distinctly amusing. The book is prized as a sort of freak among 
the sober early chronicles of the colony. It was printed at Amsterdam, as probably 
the friends of the colony were powerful enough to prevent its licensing or circula- 
tion in London.

These make up a series of eleven little quartos, printed most of them at the 
direction of the Corporation for the “propagation of the Gospel among the In- 
dians of New England,” to whom Eliot and several co-workers addressed these 
reports of the progress of their mission. Although they were intended primarily 
to enlighten the Corporation as to the work for which it was providing funds, 
they contain an abundance of general contemporary information, even to the ex- 
tent of preserving the content of other documents which have perished. — 
Waldman. The first and one of the rarest of the series of reports from New 
England relative to the conversion of the aborigines. Pages 18-20 contain the 
Commencement theses at the graduation of the first class in 1642. — Sabin. 

1671 ELIOT, JOHN. A Brief Narrative of the Progress of the Gospel 
amongst the Indians in New England, in the Year 1670. Given in By 
Reverend John Eliot, Minister of the Gospel there. In a Letter by him 
directed to the Right Worshipfull the Commissioners under his Majes- 
ties Great-Seal for Propagation of the Gospel amongst the poor Blind 
Natives in those United Colonies.

Eliot learned the Natick dialect of the Algonquin tongue, which 
he reduced to grammar and syntax.

Johnsons book belonged to Brooke, and, not being swift of sale, 
after foV*^ years, when publishing Gorges’ book, he took upon himself the re- 
sponsibility of working in and off his dead stock. As soon as Gorges found out 
this trick . he inserted in the Mercurius Publicus, newspaper of the 13th 
September, 16W, the following: “ADVERTISEMENT:-!, Ferdinando Gorges, 
the entituled Author of a late book, called America Painted to the Life, am in- 
jured in that additional part called Sion’s Saviour in New England (as writ- 
ten by Sir Ferdinando Gorges), that being none of his and formerly printed in 
another name the tme owner.’’— Stevens, quoted by Bradford. On the title page 
the book IS called A History of New England’’ (which is erroneous, as it limits

itself to Massachusetts), but it was registered under the other name, which is 
preserved In the headlines.

Lederer, who was a German, travelled far into the 
interior of Virginia, and imagined that he had nearly approached the shores of 
the South Sea. He had made himself obnoxious to the people of Virginia, and 
sought refuge in Maryland, where he was well received by Sir William Talbot, 
who, finding him “a modest ingenious person, & a pretty Scholar,” says in the 
preface : “I thought it common Justice to give him an occasion of vindicating 
himself from what I had heard of him; which truly he did with so convincing 
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Reason and circumstance, as quite abolished those former impressions in me, 
and made me desire this Account of his Travels, which here you have faithfully 
rendred out of Latine from his owne Writings and Discourse, with an entire 
Map of the Territory he traversed.” — Quaritch. Lederer was sent out in 1669 by 
one of Virginia’s governors to discover the Pacific. . . .His book advances the 
theory, based on investigation, that the distance from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
was certainly more than eight or ten days’ journey, contrary to popular belief. 
The author admits nevertheless that the Western Ocean may stretch an arm as 
far east as some point in the Appalachian range! — Waldman. Prof. Cyrus 
Thomas, of the Bureau of Ethnology', has within a few years declared that this 
book is largely a literary fake In examining the original copy of the book he 
discovered many mistakes. “Lederer was an engineer or surveyor, he could read 
and write English, Spanish, German and Latin, was something of a poetaster 
and litterateur, danced well, and was a scholar.” Lederer had many quarrels 
with his party while making a survey of the York River and the Roanoke River. 
Captain Harris and his soldiers finally refused to go any further . . . and when 
later Lederer arrived at Jamestown with tales of the marvels he had seen, the 
colonists drove him out of the colony. He then met William Talbot, w’ho be- 
friended him — Bradford.

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This is a fascinating account of the descent of the river named after this 
intrepid explorer, who was the first white man to navigate its length from its 
source in the Great Slave Lake to its mouth. This part of the journey took from 
the last of June. 1789, to July 16. when he began the arduous return trip. On 
the way back he heard reports of the western sea and of another great river, 
likely the Yukon, and of white traders, who may have been those exploring the 
coast. His trip from Fort Chipewyan to the .\rctic and return lasted about three 
months and a half. Having resolved to continue exploration to the west, he 
returned to England to purchase instruments in preparation for the difficult task 
ahead of him. He left Fort Chipewyan on October 12, 1792. Working his W'ay 
up the Peace River he finally established winter quarters. In the spring he con- 
tinued up across the Rocky Mountain Divide, and alter many hazardous experi- 
ences reached the Pacific Ocean by way of the Bella Coola river. The vast region 
of the Rocky Mountains and the coastal zone was thus opened up at last and 
Mackenzie won to the top rank of explorers on the American continent.

These volumes comprise the reports of the Jesuit Missionaries to their superior 
at Quebec or to the provincial of the Order in France. They include travel, 
letters, journals, adventures, accounts of the Indians, captivities, tortures, and 
martyrdoms, running in date from 1611 to 1678. From 1632 to 1673 these Rela- 
tions were published annually in Pans by Sebastian Cramoisy. But after 1673 
they sank into obscurity until their reappearance in print at Quebec in 1858. 
The value of these reports, which is one of the most difficult of all sets to pro- 
cure at any price, for the early history of North America, particularly for New 
France is incalculable. The Jesuits played an important role in the history of 
New France in the seventeenth century, as they were constantly in the thick of 
all the religious and political developments of that colony. Parkman says that 
with regard to the condition and character of the primiti^ e inhabitants of North 
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America it is impossible to exaggerate the value of the Jesuit Relations as an 
authority.”

Champlain made eight voyages to the St Lawrence region: 1st in 1603 — ex- 
ploration of the St. Lawrence as far as the rapids above Montreal ; 2nd of 1604 
— exploration of the coasts of Nova Scotia, Itfaine, Massachusetts and attempts 
to found a settlement south of St. Lawrence; 3rd of 1608 — further explorations 
on the St Lawrence and the foundation of Quebec ; 4th of 1610 — no new ex- 
ploration but cementing more firmly friendship with the Algonquins ; 5th of 1611 
- — journey up the St. Lawrence to meet the Algonquins with whom he had left 
one of his men; 6th of 1613 — the important expedition up the Ottawa river; 7th 
of 1615 — return with Recollet missionaries and the discovery of Lake Huron, 
war on the Iroquois, and wintering with the Algonquins; 8th of 1633 — return to 
Canada as Governor. He died in 1635. Champlain stands at the top of the list 
of explorers in America in that he combined with the leadership requisite for 
such enterprises the abilities of an historian and of a colonizer.

This third voyage so marked by disaster to the adven- 
turers and ill consequences for the Spaniards was like the other two a slaving e.x- 
pedition. But as Beazley remarks, far from being a discouragement to English 
seamen, it only stung them to a manifold revenge: and the baptism of blood at 
San Juan de Ulua ("the port which serveth the city of Mexico”) was afterwards 
expiated in the plunder of many an unfortunate Spanish ship. Hawkins’s concluding 
words may be quoted again: “If all the miseries and troublesome affaires of this 
sorrowful voyage should be perfectly and thoroughly written there should neede a 
paynfull man with his penne as great a time as hee had that wrote the lives and 
deaths of the martirs.”

idly. — \Valdman. The volume contains an account of the inhuman cruelties prac- 
ticed by the Spaniards in Peru and Mexico from the time of their landing in 
1493. — Quaritch. Las Casas, the Apostle to the Indians and their great defender 
against Spanish cruelty, was born at Seville in 1474, and died at the great age of 
ninety-two at Madrid. In 1502 he went out and settled in the West Indies and 
soon became the advocate of the Indians against the terrible wrongs committed 
by their conquerors. This drew on him the animosity of his countrymen and was 
not successful in stopping the atrocities. He returned to Spain in 1515 and ap- 
pealed to his Sovereign, whose untimely death upset his endeavours. Wearied out 
by his fruitless efforts he retired to a Monastery in Santo Domingo and spent eight 
years in study and writing. Publication of his books was at first forbidden, but 
after a lapse of twelve years these tracts, which form one of the most gruesome 
books ever written, were finally published.— Maggs, No. 612. The number of In- 
dians destroyed— forty millions— was halved by Phillips. Modern critics are in- 
clined to decrease it still further.

This work became the inspiration of a vast number of novels, plays, imaginary 
voyages, and doubtless inspired manv an adventurous spirit to turn sea-rover. —

an account which needs to be taken in small doses. Evidently Esquemeling was 
made of softer stuff than his brother pirates, for he does not always approve of 
the relish with which the infamous L'OIlonois would tear out the hearts from 
victims still living. Nor did he applaud the duplicity of Sir Henry Morgan, who 
violated the honor of a pirate and absconded without dividing the booty obtained in 
the sack of Panama. He saw the error of his ways and withdrew from the profes- 
sion and so lived to tell the story. His career as buccaneer ran from 1666 to 1672.

He 
afterwards joined the Church of Kngland. and wrote this work, the first to give 
the World a description of tlie vast regions from which all foreigners had been 
jealously excluded liy the Spanish authorities. It is supposed to have incited the 
attacks on the Spanish territories and colonies during Cromwell's time. Gage 
was appointed chaplain to the forces whicli captured Jamaica, where he died in 
16.s6. — I'rom Maggs, Xo. 549. Tlie 22nd chapter, relating his journey to Rome, 
was left out in the 3rd edition, as is said, to its reflecting on the character of 
Archbishop Laud. — Lowndes. The author .ippears to have been a believer in

(The expedition sailed in July. 1698.) William III opposed the idea, and the 
Spaniards and British Colonies in North America did all they could to ruin it; 
all this, combined with the unhealthy climate caused the colony to be an utter fail- 
ure. Scotland was an exceedingly poor country at this time, and the loss of some 
£100,000 invested in the scheme caused a great deal of suffering there and much 
bitterness against England for her refusal to support the colony. England, how- 
ever, was friendl} to Spain at the time, and it was entirely against her policy 
to cause ill feeling by encouraging a colony established on 'what w-as generally 
considered as Spanish territory.— Maggs, No. 549. The affair produced innum- 
erable defenses and evoked as many replies. See Scott, Biblinyraphy of the Darien 
Company.

Raleigh sent out a preliminary voyage to Guiana in 1594, he went himself in 
1595, and sent Lawrence Keymis again in 1596. — Parks. This work was a justifi- 
cation of his expedition and a refutation of the charges that he had never been 
there himself. It won immediate popularity. Hume thought his narrative “full of 
the grossest and most palpable lies.’’ but Schomburgh, editor of the Hakluyt So- 
ciety reprint, has vindicated him. — Cam. Hist. Eiiij. Lit., IV, iii. "In this work 
Raleigh gives an account of his second voyage (1595) and seems to confirm the 
marvellous tales concerning the Spanish city of El Dorado, which he calls by the 
Indian name of ’Manoa,’ Camus says he described the country with the exactness 
of a person who had been born there, but that when he speaks of the richness of 
Guiana he seems to have been reduced by false appearances and the accounts of 
the natives and Spaniards, as he did when describing the .Amazons and the people 
whose faces seemed placed on their breasts." Another writer, with perhaps greater 
justness, says: "Raleigh takes the utmost pains to state what he saw with his own 
eyes, what he was told by the Spaniards, or by the natives of the country, and 
what he inferred of the great riches of Guiana, from their accounts compared with 
his own observations." — Maggs. Mo. 590. This search for the El Dorado of the 
Spaniards had been going on since the expedition of Diego de Ordaz in 1511, who 
ascended the Orinocp as far as the Cataract of -Allures. The Spanish attempts 
continued to the year of Raleigh’s fruitless venture The general results were of 
value geographically if not financially.

According to his own account, he was a man of the 
highest principles and very devout, never allowing his crew to molest priests, 
nuns, or churches. After taking a Spanish town he would attend mass in the 
church or cathedral with his pirates before commencing to loot. He recounts a 
love affair with a wealthy Spanish widow in one of his captured towns and his 
adventures and ultimate safe arrival back in Paris. — Maggs, No. 612.

The distresses endured caused the 
crew to divide, some electing to stay with Captain Cheap, who by the way was 
about as amiable a character as Lieut. Bligh of the Boimtv fame, and the others 
to take the long boats and make their way back to the east coast Bulkelev and 
Cummins were of the latter group. The navigation of the perilous seas 'amid 
vast sw'arms of unknown islands and channels along the west coast of Patagonia 
or Chile is as marvelous as the men’s capacity to endure cold wet and hunger 
The voiage was successfully accomplished with the help of Yarborough’s charts 
If there is a more desolate and rain-ridden coast than that of southern Chile it 
remains yet to be discovered. This expedition of Anson’s has many chroniclers

This party 
carried on a series of operations of une.xampled difficulty and encountered hard- 
ships and sufferings which demanded the strength of the strongest constitutions 
and the energy of minds stimulated by a love of science.

Sarmiento’s ac- 
count persuaded the King of Spain to fit out an extensive fleet for the purpose of 
transporting a considerable body of coloni.^ts. men with their families, to the in- 
hospitable shores of the strait. Sarniieiito was appointed to be the governor of the 
colony, but the command of the fleet was entrusted to the incompetent Diego Flores 
de A’aldes, and his incompetence rather than the storms encountered caused the rum 
of the enterprize," — From Dr. Moses’ Sfanisli Colonial Literature in South Amer- 
ica, quoted by Maggs, N'o.

It e.xplored the coast of South America from latitude 
5° S. to latitude 50° S. Failure of proper recognition from the Spanish court led 
him to offer his talents to Emmanuel of Portugal (If the four voyages credited 
to ^’espuccl modern scholars are inclined to accept as genuine only the second and 
third, though it may be added that there is some acceptance of the first. It was on 
tile second voyage of 1499 that Brazil was discovered. How his name came to be 
attached to the New World is related in Waldseemtiller's Cosmocjraphia-c , Saint 
Die, 1507. This Cosmoyraphiae Iiitrodiutio was a small text book which the geog- 
rapher Waldseemfiller composed to accompany a wall map delineating the latest 
additions to the known extent of the world. In it he inserted a sentence of extra- 
ordinary consequence : “But now that these parts have been more c.xteusiveK ex- 
amined, and another fourth part has been discovered by Americus Wspuccius. I do 
not see why vve should rightly refuse to name it .kmerica, to wit the land of 
.\merigen or America, after its discoverer -Xmcricus. a man of sagacious mind, 
since both Europe and' Asia took their names from women."

After his return to Spain from this voyage of 1606, Quiros spent seven lon.g 
poverty-stricken years memorializing the authorities for funds and ships to 
prosecute further discoveries for the vast .\ntarctic Continent, which he believed 
he had sighted and had named Australia del Espiritu Santo, which, however, 
turned Sut to be part of the group now known as the New Hebrides, some 1400 
miles from Australia. Of the fifty Memorials which he wrote only eight are ex- 
tant. The high cost of printing led to their circulation in manuscript. This fact, 
together with the order of Philip III to call them in, lest their contents reveal 
geographical secrets to foreigners, accounts for their scarcity. To get rid of 
this importunate navigator the king finally sent him out to Peru with pretended 
orders to assist him but in reality with instructions to do nothing. Luckily 
Quiros died at Panama before he discovered the deception. Quiros had already 
made the voyage to the South Seas as pilot to Mendana in 1595. With two ships 
and a launch he sailed from Callao in Peru in 1606 on the voyage listed above. 
As he sighted island group after island group he grew more confident and when 
he saw continuous coast lines (in the New Hebrides group) he believed that his 
dream had come true, and that his eyes rested on a mass of land that stretched 
from Terra Australis to and even beyond Tierra del Fuego. He took ceremoni- 
ous possession of this continent in the name of the Church, the Pope, and the 
King, and held to his death the notion that he had added these dominions to the 
crown of Spain and had opened the way to the conversion of millions of souls. 
In the storms that struck them while about to continue the exploration, Quiros 
unaccountably turned back and made for Acapulco, Mexico, and in 1607 arrived 
at Madrid, where he vainly endeavored to persuade the court to send him out 
again. 

The question to what nation belongs the honor of first sighting the shores of 
Australia, whether French. Portuguese, Dutch, or Spanish, has been variously 
answered ; but the latest pronouncement by Henry N. Stevens, in his Introduction 
to the volume Nezv Light on the Discozvry of Australia (Hakluyt Society, 1929), 
is that the Dutch may rightfully claim, on the basis of unquestionable documents. 
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to be the first, when William Janszoon, in the Duifken, sailing through the 
Torres Straits from the west sighted the coast line of Australia in the^Gulf of 
Carpentaria, A few months later, howe\er, in the same year of 1605-06, the 
Spanish under Don Diego de Prado, who succeeded Quiros in command, ap- 
proaching from the east discovered the Straits themselves as well as the lands 
adjacent. Something of ironic humor lies in tlie fact that neither was aware that 
his eyes had actually beheld the elusive Terra Australis. For the part that Tas- 
man played in the discovery of Australia see Tasman under 1694 and 1744-48, 
AUSTRALIA. For discoveries by Dampier and Cook see the former under 
1703, and the latter under Hawkesw'orth, 1773, CIRCUMNAVIG.\TIONS.

The journal of this voyage W'as printed at Paris and thence inserted in the 
Memoirs of Trevoux, February, 1740. The above extract is the first appearance 
of any portion of it in English The object of the expedition was the search for 
the more or less mythical ‘'Gonneville’s” Island, supposedly discovered in the 
early sixteenth century. The maps had placed it south or southwest of Africa, 
but it failed to turn up where sought for. However, a small, snow-covered 
island was sighted to which was given the name Cape Circumcision. This island 
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was rediscovered in fairly recent times and has been called Bouvet s Island. 
Bouvet's experiences with the ice proved of service to Cook in his_ second voy- 
age of circumnavigation. (See Cook under 1777, CIRCUMNA\ IGATIOIv S, 
and also De Gonnevdle this current date below ) The expedition set out in 1738 
and returned to France in 1739. 

CANTOVA, ANTOXY. Voyage to the Caroline Islands. Extract from 
the Lettres Ediflantes et Ctirieuses. In Callander III, 23-40. 

This account, which appears here for the first time in English, was taken 
from Dc Brosses. These islands are said to have been discovered by the Span- 
iards in 1686, but like many another discovery, they had to be sou.cht for again. 
As they gradually reappeared to man’s knowledge, the Jesuits in the Philippines 
felt impelled to establish a mission there, which was at last accomplished by 
Father Juan Antonio Cantova in 1722. He was murdered in 1733 by the natives 
of Mogmog, near Falalep. (See Heawood, Gcograf’hical Discoveries, 412.) 


CLAIN, (Father), and GOBIEN, LE (Father). Account of the 

New Philippines. Extracts from the Lettres Ediflantes et Curieuses. 
In Callander III, 9-23. 

These letters are to be found in tome I and tome IV of the Lettres Edifi- 
antes ct Curieuses, written by the Jesuit missionaries in the East Indies and the 
Far East, edited by Du Halde and Le Gobien. They are supplemented here by 
an account of a later date (1710), written apparently by the captain of the ves- 
sel touching there. The New Philippines was the name given to the Carolines 
by the Jesuits of the Philippines. 

DAMPIER, WILLIAM (Captain). Voyages to Magellanica and Poly- 
nesia. In a revised form in Callander II, 556-673. 

The editor has “digested” the several relations of Dampier in their “proper 
order of time,” and has done some pruning. For the most part he lets Dampier 
speak in his own language (See Dampier under dates 1697-1703, under CIR- 
CUMN.WIGATIONS.) 

GAETAN, JUAN, and TORRE, BERTRAND DELLE. Voyage to Poly- 
nesia. An Extract from a Journal kept by the Spanish Pilot. In Cal- 
lander I, 203-212. 

The journal was printed at Venice in folio, 1550, and was included in Ra- 
musio s Collection, According to Callander, it had never before appeared in 
English, these voyagers sailed from some port on the west coast of Mexico 
and continued around the world to Europe. It has to do with the famous line of 
demarcation and the alleged efforts of the Portuguese to get the Spice Islands 
by making false charts. 


GOBIEN, LE (Father). History of the Ladrone or Marian Islands. Ex- 
tract in Callander III, -40-56. 


The original was pnn ed at Pans in 12mo, 1700. It consists, for the most 
part of interesting accounts of the attempts of the Jesuits to plant the Catholic 
faith in these islands. This is the first appearance in English of any part of it 
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GONNEVILLE, BIXOT PAULMIER DE. Voyage to Australia. Short 
extract in Callander I, 63-73. 

This was extracted from a judicial declaration made by the above before 
the Admiralty in France, July Id. 1505. and inserted in the Mcmotres touchant 
I’Etablisscmcnt d'lmc Mission Chreticnne dans !a Terre Australc, printed at 
Paris by Cramoisy, 1663 The author of this account was a great grandson of a 
native of Australia or of the southern world, whom Gonneville had brought into 
France on his return from those parts, and whom he married to one of his rel- 
atives on his having embraced Christianity. Gonneville’s journals were lost when 
he was captured by the English as he was returning home. The author above 
mentioned collected his materials from the traditions and the judicial declaration 
named above. The claim is made that this voyage discovered Terra Australis 
si.xtcen sears before Magellan made his circumnavigation. — From Callander's In- 
troduction. Gonneville’s name is attached to the mythical land sought for by 
Bouvet. 


GUALLE, FRANCISCO DE. \’ovage to Polynesia. An account in Cal- 
lander I, 412-423. 

This voyage started from Acapulco, Me.xico, in March, 1582. It took in the 
Philippines, Macao, China, and seems to have run near Japan. The return was 
by way of the coast of California, and ended in 1584. The author says that his 
account was written in Spanish and translated verbatim into Low Dutch by 
Linschoten, 


KEYTS, (Captain). \’oyage to Australia. Abstract in Callander 

II, 519-523. 

Keyts sailed from Banda July 19, 1678, for the coast of New Guinea, taking 
the same course as Vink had done in 1663. 


MENDOZ.A, ALVAR DE. Voyage to Polynesia. Abstract taken from 
Herrera’s General History' and the Portuguese History of Lopez \’'aez. 
Never before translated into Engli.sh except the small Extracts from 
Vaez in Hakluyt. In Callander I, 277-283. 

This expedition started from Peru in 1567 to make discoveries in the South 
Seas. Among the groups it sighted were the Solomon Islands. .A.s a re.sult of 
the voyage plans were made to colonize these islands, but having learned that 
Drake had found his way into the South Seas, the authorities abandoned the 
project. 

SAAVEDRA, ALVAR DE. Voyage to Polynesia and Australasia. 
Given in substance in Callander I, 119-122. 

An account of this voyage is given in Herrera, Decades IV. This expedi- 
tion was fitted out by Cortes for the discovery of the Spice Islands. It sailed 
from Mexico Oct. 31, 1526. In the ^Moluccas they found some of Magellan’s 
men and some of Garcia de Loaisa’s. 

VINK, (Captain). Voyage from Banda to New Guinea. Short ab- 

stract in Callander II, 420-422. 

Two small frigates were sent out by the Dutch at Batavia to examine the 
coasts of New Guinea. They met with some opposition from the natives. The 
journal offers little information. 
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WINTER, JOHN. \’oyage to Magellanica. In Callander I, 337-355. 

Winter was associated with Drake on his voyage round the world. He 
turned back from the Strait of Magellan and made for home. 

1767 BYRON, JOHN (Commodorej. For an account of his discoveries in the 
South Seas see his Voyage round the World, under CIRCCMNAVI- 
GATIONS. and the item following here. 


1773 BYRON, JOHN f Commodore). This voyage of 1764-66, together with 
Carteret’s and Wallis’s of 1766 and Cook's of 1768. all circumnaviga- 
tions, were done officially for the Admiralty by Hawkesworth. See 
under both COLLECTIONS and CIRCLLMNAMGATIONS this 
date. 

Beginning with Byron’s the voyages to the South Seas for the next thirty 
years are remarkable, not for conquest and plunder, but for the steady progress 
in correcting errors of former navigators and in filling up blank spaces on the 
map wdth new discoveries. In this work the French assisted very materially. 
Byron’s instructions were to locate the elusive Davis Island and the lost Pepys 
Island, as well as to make new finds. His discoveries in the Pacific were not as 
rich as were those of Carteret and Wallis and fall immeasurably below those of 
Cook. He laded to fi.x the l^land^ uaiiud though he thought he had found in 
the halklands Fep\s Flaufl. These lie cl.'umul in the name of King Ccorge, not- 
withstanding that Bougainville had planted a French colony there but a shoit 
time before. For B>ron's adventures ami misfortunes occasioned by the wreck 
of the Storeship U'agcr, during Commodore Anson’s vovage of 1740 see The 
Narrative of the Honourable John Byron under 1768, SOUTH .AMPIRICA. 

CARTERET, PHILIP (Captain). For his discoveries in the South Seas 
see his Voyage round the World, under CTRCCMNAVIGATIONS. 

Carteret and Wallis started out together in the ships Sz^altoze and Dolphin 
three months after Byron’s return home. They separated at the Strait of Ma- 
gellan and prosecuted their discoveries independently of each other. Carteret 
failed to find DaMS Island at the spot marked on the chart, but he sighted Pit- 
cairn Island,which was to become the last refuge of the mutineers of the Bounty. 
His discover, es further on in the region of Xew Britain and New Ireland were of 
fundamental importance. He reached home in March, 1769. 


W'.VLLIS, S-\MLEL (Captain). For his di.scoveries in the South Seas 
see his Voyage round the World, under CIRCL'.MNA\TGATIONS. 

Well might the natives of Tahiti c.xclaim -Woe the day!" when Wallis 
dropped anchor off their doorstep, for thev were destined to exchange them 
primal innocencj-, liberty and unblemished health fur while man’s vices domi- 
nation. and diseases. While; the fatal beautv of this Island of the Ever’ Young 
proved to be its own undoing, it has hrighteneil the life of man by serving as 
a release for the imagination, a port of call for every wandering “White Wdn'>-s 
in the Fouth Seas ’ a rctuge for jaded Gauguins, and a final resting-place fSr 
the homeless beachcomber. Had Wallis made no further contributions to geog- 
raphy, he has won honor enough by being the first white discoverer of Tahiti 
By establishing friendly relations with the inhabitants and by suggesting this spot 
as the proper place for making observations of the transit of Venus he prepared 
the way for Cook s famous voyage of 1768 
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COOK, JAMES (Captain). For his discoveries in tlie South Seas see 
Hawkesworth's An Account of the Voyages undertaken . . . for Mak- 
ing Discoveries in the Southern Hemisphere, under COLLECTIONS 
and CIRCLLMX.WTihVnoXS. 

Hawkesvorth relates only Cook's first voyage. For his second and third of 
1772-75 and 177h-1780, see Cook under dates 1777 and 1785.

In August, 1783, the Antelope, commanded by Henry Wilson, of the East 
India Company s Alannes, ran on a rock near one of the Pelew Islands and 
became a wreck. This group of islands had been sighted by the Snaniards and 
others, but had never been explored. Captain Wifson an^his c'rew escapS 
safely to shore. He and his men were well treated by the natives, and in tfme 
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they managed to build a small vessel from the wreck, in which they were able 
to reach Macao, taking with them Prince Lee Poo, or Idby, one of the king's 
sons Wilson brought him to England where he was lionized and created a 
eery good impression; he, however, unfortunately died of small-ptix — From 
Maggs, Xo.

for some time the project of transplanting the bread fruit tree from the 
South Sea Lslands to the West Indies had eii.gaged the attention of various mer- 
chants ami natur.ili-ts, and in 1787 the .ship Tomily under command of l.'cutenant 
Bligh was disiiatchcd to Tahiti for the purpose of collecting the young plants 
and coiucting them to the West Indies. This work of collecting was success- 
fully carried out But while at the Island of .-Mtutaki, of the Cook or Hervey 
group, the ertw, under the leadership of Fletcher Christi.m, master mate, 
mutinied, Bligh w ith ei.ghteen others was put into the ship's launch along with 
a few protisuins and some instruments and set adrift. .After a voyage of 3600 
miles and forty-one days the launch succeeded in reaching Timor and Java in 
the Dutch East Indies, where the emaciated unfortunates were taken in by the 
Dutch and hospitably treated. Bligh bought a small schooner and continued on 
to England. Meanwhile the mutineers divided into two parties. Sixteen landed 
at Tahiti and were for the most part e\cntually captured by the Pandora, sent 
out to apprehend them, and carried to England where they were tried and, with 
the e.xception of some three, were cxiciited. The other nine remained with the 
Bounty, and. after taking on six native men and twehc women, cruised around 
until they sighted Pitcairn Island, where they landed, destroyed the ship, and 
formed a settlement. Dissensions arose between the natives and the whites with 
the consequent mortality of all but one white man, .Alexander Smith, who as- 
sumed the name of John .Ad.nms, The store of peace and idyllic tranquility that 
followed belongs to the accidental contacts with the island made by Captain Fol- 
ger of the American ship Topaz (October, 1808), who sent in a report of his 
discovery. The next visit to the island was made by two English frigates in 
1814, which forwarded the official account to Eii.gland. Th s was followed by the 
visit of Capt. Beeching in the Blossom in 1825, who reported the population to 
number si.xty-six. In 1830 Captain \Voldc,gravc found the population had grown 
to se\ eiity-iiliie. Later on the population had increased so much that the British 
.government inoeed a portion of them to another island, some of whom, however, 
becoming homesick returned to Pitcairn. It is generalK agreed that the main 
cau-e of the mutiny was the intolerable harshness of Bli.gh's temper. For an 
account of the capture of some of the mutineers see Edwards under 1915 below.

The above account is probably the earliest in English of Tasman'.e famous 
voyage of 1642, in which he discovered Tasmania, called by him \'an Diemen's 
Land, and New Zealand. This .short account is based upon that by Dirk Rem- 
brantse, published in Holland alxiut 1678. In his long introduction the author 
speaks of explorations toward the South Terra Incognita, and suggests that the 
Dutch had made great discoveries there which they had never divulged, . . . and 
writes "Tis probable by .Abel lansen Tasman's Navigation, that New Zealand, 
New Carpentaria, and New Holland, arc a vast prodigious Island, which he seems 
to have encompassed in his voyage, setting out from Batavia to Maurice Isle , . . 
he fell upon those new Tracts of Land called \’an Diemen's, and afterwards upon 
New Zealand, to the South-East of New Holland; returning to Batavia through 
part of the South Sea (wherein he discovered new Islands) and so Northwards 
to New Guinea to the Molucco’s, and Java." — From Maggs, No 491, For many 
year.s the only account of Tasman's voyage was to be found in a curtailed version 
of his journal, published at Amsterdam. 1674, and in a more copious relation in- 
serted in \'alentyn's Hast India I>escriHions ,\bout 1711 a ^iS journal, sup- 
posed to be the original, fell into the hands of Sir Joseph Banks, and was found 
to be much more complete than any previous narrative. This was translated into 
English by Rev. C. G. Woide, and published by James Burney as stated above. 
It commences; "Journal or Description by me. Abel Jansz Tasman, of a Voyage 
from Batavia for making discoveries of the unknown South Land, in the year 
1642, May God Almighty be pleased to give His Blessing to this A'oyagc! Amen.” 
—From r.dinburgh Cabinet. XXI, 143, note. The Dutch original was never pub- 
lished entire; perhaps it was never intended to be. for the Dutch East India Com- 
pany, like the Spaniards and the Portuguese, kept many discoveries secret to pre- 
vent results being utilized by other nations. The first complete and exact version 
is that edited by Heeres.

Preceding Tasman a number of Dutch voyagers had been sent out from Batavia 
to the western shores of this new-old continent, but the results had been isolated 
contacts which were to remain separate pieces for some time to come. The Dutch 
East India Company were net so much interested in pure geographical discovery 
as in new regions to e.xploit and new usable trade routes to South America, al- 
though their instructions to Tasman included settling the question whether Aus- 
tralia and New Guinea were one continuous land mass and had any connection 
with the Antarctic continent. However much Tasman's voyage disproved the com- 
mon assumptions, he was unaware of the fact. His second voyage of 1644 con- 
firmed him in the same error, but it did prove that land discovered by early ex- 
plorers in the Gulf of Carpentaria was a part of that found on the western 
and northwestern coasts.

In tlio 1709 volume, which 
is part II of vol. III, it is stated that he was commissioned to survey "all islands, 
shores, capes, bays, creeks, and harbours, fit for shelter well as defence, to 
take careful soundings as he went, to note tides, currents, winds, and the charac- 
ter of the weather, with a .special view to the settliiyg of the be.st districts. To ob- 
serve the disposition and commodities of the natives," etc., of what is now Aus- 
tralia Dampier's recommendations were not of a character to encourage further 
immediate voyages to this continent. With Cook's discoveries on the east coast 
a new era opened up for English interest in .■\iistralia.

(It has been pointed out by E. G. R. Taylor^ Tudor Geography, that geography owes a 
great debt to astronomy and hence to astrology, that the cosmographer was in the first in- 
stance an astronomer and mathematician, so that many geographical works are to be found 
embedded in numerous astronomical and mathematical works.)

In 1603 they received additions from the discoveries of Bar- 
ents in Xova Zcmbla, and of English and Dutch explorers in the North Polar 
regions, and indicated the tracks of Drake and Cavendish around the world. Al- 
most as soon as the globes were made, a manual for their use was published by 
Dr. Hood (see Hood under 1592, XA\ IG.^TION I), as well as by Robert Hues. 
The latter went on several voyages, one of them being with Cavendish on his 
circumnavigation of 1586-88. He had considerable knowledge of the require- 
ments of navigation, and he issued this tract to supply the needs of mariners.

Heyl\n presented a copy of his work to the Prince of Wales; the book fell 
into the hands of James I. who took offense at a passage which said that “France 
is a greater and more famous kingdom'' than England. Heylyn explained that “is'' 
was a mistake for “was," and that the passage referred to the time of Edward 
III. The clause was omitted, however, iii subsequent editions. — D.X.B., quoted 
hy Sotheran. Concerning .America, Heylen remarks that “this great tract of Land 
ou.ght, and that most aptly, to bee called the Xew World' X'ew. for the late dis- 
covery; and World, for the vast spaciousness of it. The most vsuall ; and >et 
somewhat improper name, is .-America because .Americus A'espucius discovered it: 
but sithence Columbus gave us the first light to discerne these countries, and 
Sebastianus Cabot touched at many parts of the continent : . . . why is it not as 
well called Cnlumbana, Sebastiana. or Cabotia"? — From Ma.ggs. Xo. 465. Heylyn 
would have found the answer to his question in Waldsecmiiller's Cosmographiae 
Iniroductio, of 1507.

This work revolutionized the science of navigation and was the first to point 
out the deflection of the needle. Though in great demand in England after Eden’s 
translation, all editions are very rare, and hardly any copies with both the folding 
map and the complete set of volvelles have survived — Qiiaritch. It was translated 
at the suggestion of Stephen Borough, chief pilot of the Russian trade for the 
Mu.scuvy Company, who made the masters of trade realize that the more universal 
experience of the Spaniards in navigation, their skillful u'e of the stars, their 
greater knowledge of making one’s way over the sea must be utilized if English 
navigators were to compete successfully with Spain and Portugal. Early English 
expedition.s had to depend very much on pilots from the Mediterranean lands 
Eden wanted Englishmen to learn these secrets of land, sea, and stars so that 
they could pilot their own ships.

In 1586 several extra maps were added and a Latin edition, translated 
bv Martin Everaerts of Bruges, was issued, probably for foreign circulation. The 
maps were accompanied with brief sailing directions, . . , According to Norden- 
skiold, this work opened up a new period in the history of Marine literature. 
Owing to the great popularity and importance of the work subsequent Portulan 
Atlases were called Wagoners after the author s name. The charts comprise those 
for Holland, Southern and Eastern England, Eastern Scotland, Norway and the 
Baltic, Northern and Western France and Spam and Portugal. — From Maggs, No.

IVIaps And Atlases 

A Selected Cartography 


(The history of cartography as illustrating the progress of geographical knowledge is a 
forbidden field to any but the inner circle of specialists. Therefore the selected cartography 
listed in this section maintains a respectful silence on the famous maps of the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries and contents itself with referring the curious to A. E. Nordenskiold’s 
Facsimile Atlas to the Early History of Cartography (Stockholm, 1889), which is regarded 
as being well-nigh exhaustive in its treatment. What the reader will find below is a random 
selection from the common run of publications, sufficient, however, it is believed, to evidence 
the intensely active desire of English cosmographers to keep pace with the discoveries of Eng- 
lish navigators. As nearly all the works cited in these two volumes contain maps, it was 
thought futile to load these pages with repeated cross references.)

Besides, the title 
illustrates the happy custom of the times to collect in one volume scattered single 
maps, whose existence otherwise would have been rather ephemeral.

On the rleath of Lord Altliam (1727) his brother, afterwards Karl of .ttn.glesey, 
succeeded to the title and contrived to get his nephew sent to America, and there 
sold as a slave for a perii.id of seven scars. During tins periixl he managed to 
escape and endeavouring to return and prove his identity, was retaken and ac- 
cording to the colonial laws was sentenced to a further term of servitude for 
breaking his bond. At the cud of his slavery, in 1746, he managed to enter one 
of the ships of .Admiral Vernon’s fleet as a sailor, and telling his story to the of- 
ficers was brought back to England Iiy Vernon, and an action for ejectment was 
brought against Lord .Anglesey, his uncle.

The author finally repented of his life of imposture and gave himself 
up to hackwork and naturally to a life of poverty. He won the deep respect of 
Dr. Johnson, who^ said he^ would as soon think of contradicting a bishop as 
Psalmanaazaar.
